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HOMECOMING BANQUET 
AWARD PRESENTATION 


On behalf of the Alumni Association, it is my privilege to confer an honorary membership which was recommended and approved by your Alumni 
Board. 


As many of you know, Dr. James A. Campbell, President and Chief Executive 
Officer of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center, joined Presbyterian 
Hospital in 1948 as an assistant attending physician. Some of us in this room are 
“young” enough to remember those days when he rendered excellence in care, 
demonstrated outstanding teaching abilities to the health care team and was 
supportive of the total health care team in their endeavors. I know there was an 
afternoon when the ‘‘nursing care professionals’ were attending to a minor 
disaster on a patient care unit and only one physician offered to stay and help the 
nurses on the unit .. . Dr. James A. Campbell. 


Dr. Campbell left our Medical Center and served as Dean and Professor of 
Medicine, Union University, Albany Medical College from 1951 to 1953. After 
his return to our Medical Center in 1953, Dr. Campbell pioneered the first 
Cardiac laboratory in a Midwestern hospital and was appointed as Chairman of 
Medicine of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital . . . ““and oh how he loved to quiz 
those who were following at his coattails’. From those days forth, Dr. Campbell 
has continued to exert his influence on the health care systems, not only of our 
Medical Center but throughout this great land of ours. 


In 1966 he was appointed by the State of Illinois Board of Higher Education to 
direct a study of the needs for health personnel. Published in 1968, under the * 
title, “Education in the Health Fields for the State of Illinois”, this study 
recommended significantly increasing medical school enrollments as well as 
increasing nursing and allied health education, and became the master health 
plan for the State of Illinois. Investigation into the multihospital concept led to 
creation of the Rush System for Health, comprising a network of 30 hospitals, 
colleges and universities serving a population of one and one-half million persons 
in the Chicago Metropolitan area. 

Dr. James A. Campbell has been President, Trustee and Member of the 
Executive Board, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center since 1969. At 
the past annual Board of Trustee meeting, it was announced that the first 
Distinguished Service Professorship at Rush University had been funded in his 
honor. 

Throughout all these years, he has remained a firm supporter, developer, 
colleague, and friend of Nursing. Because of his beliefs in our profession, he has 
always managed to participate in our endeavors whenever possible, such as our 
graduation breakfast for senior and graduate students, teas, and banquets where 
he has served the role of “key speaker” on several occasions . . . sometimes after 
a demanding schedule which might include a trip back from such remote places DR. JAMES A. CAMPBELL 
as “Springfield”’. 

We appreciate your efforts, Dr. Campbell, and take this opportunity to present 

this certificate and engraved paper weight which recognizes your support and 

service to the Alumni Association.

TENTH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 
MAY, 1982 


On behalf of the Alumni Association, it is my privilege to confer an honorary membership which was recommended and approved by the Alumni 
Board. 
As many of you know, Dr. Luther P. Christman, Ph.D., R.N., joined Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center in 1972 and has distinguished 
himself as Professor of Nursing and Dean, College of Nursing, Rush University and Vice President, Nursing Affairs, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center. ; 
As a few of us in this room may recall, Dr. Christman’s first experiences at Rush were as a consultant in 1971 at which time he had already 
established his reputation as an innovator in nursing education and scientific care. He had made statements such as everything that nurses do in 
clinical practice comes out of some element of basic science, whether behavioral or biological, or both. Putting the basic science into nursing care 
translated into the nursing process. I’m certain these statements sound familiar to all in the room and will become a part of the living legend of Dr. 
Christman. 
When Dr. Christman joined Rush in 1972, he immediately embarked towards his mission of establishing a College of Nursing and was able to 
accomplish the actual graduation of students with a B.S.N. in 1975 from an NLN accredited school. By 1977, the doctoral program had been estab- 
lished with Dr. Joyce Keithley being the first graduate of the program in 1980. 
Dr. Christman has been instrumental in assisting many education programs in attaining their local honor societies and helped to establish our local 
honor society, Sigma Theta Tau, Gamma Phi Chapter, in 1976. He has continuously presented papers at various societies and was honored with the 
Edith Moore Copeland Founders’ Award of Sigma Theta Tau in 1981. 
Also from the onset of Dr. Christman’s arrival at Rush was the innovation of the Rush Model for Nursing with the following operational aspects: 
The Accountable Nurse, Quality Assurance Program, Primary Nursing, Practitioner Teacher, Levels of Practice, Home Health Care, Joint Practice. 
Most assuredly these operational aspects are “household words” at Rush and are being translated into health care systems throughout our nation and 
other nations. 
Dr. Christman has continued to distinguish himself as a clinician ancresearciter as well as an author of Multiple publications numbering well over a 
hundred and two books this year which he co-authored with Dr. Michael Counte. He has been a visiting fellow to the New Zealand Nurses’ Educa- 
tional and Research Foundation as well as to England this year. 
He has received multiple other honors too many to name in total but perhaps some of the most significant are the following: 
Member of the Academy of Nursing, Establishment of Annual Luther P. Christman Award by the National Association of Male Nurses, “A Luther
